Prohibition aud lliifli License, 


A New York religions paper bos been 


sending circulars to its subscribers in 
Illinois and Iowa with a view to getting 
their opinion of the results of prohibi- 
tion and high license in their several 
communities. The paper referred to de- 
votee nearly three pages to a condensed 
summary of the replies, and draws from 
them these conclusions: "That in many 
of the smaller towns the saloons have 
been closed by looal sentiment under 
local-option law; that in rural districts 
prohibition and high license operate 
about equally effectively, the number of 
small villages from whiot the saloon has 
been driven out by high license in Illi- 
nois ^eing about as great as the number 
from whioh it has been driven out by 
prohibition in Iowa; 
and that high 


lioeuee has reduced the number of en- 
looni and the amount of drunkenness 
nnd disorder in tbe large cities of Illinois, 
while the number of saloons and the 
amouut of disorder has increased under 
prohibition ia tbe linger cities of Iowa "

A Commendable Reform in Court. 
Judge 0. B. Smith, who is DOW holding 


court here, bag introduced a very impor- 
tant leform iu the mode of instructing 
juries

out his own indirections and lays down 
tbe law in a brief, plain and connected 
statement, without rt-petition or argu- 
ment, »nd so plainly that the jury has no 
trouble in knowing what the law is.

Pmm Thursday's Dotty. 


Last evening diaries Browo, a peddler 


of notiou goodx, Bged 4> years,was found 
dead in his bed at the Luttrell apartment 
house, on EaFt William street, by his 
wife, Mrs Brown, alias "Sagarfoot," a 
loose character welt known to tbe police. 
Sam Sloan was called in to confirm the 
discovery, and he went into the dark 
room feeling around on the floor for the 
body. He finally got a light and found 
the man stretched oat on the bed with a 
38 calibre pistol at his side. "aoRar'oot," 
at the heed of the stain, tearfully afcked 
Sam if Charley was dead, and on receiv- 
ing an affirmative answer, screamed and 
cried out: "Ob, my God, my God, he ia 
dead, he is dead, the man I loved so 
well." Brown had been separa'ed from 
his wife, who bad given him much trouble 
since he married her three years ago, and 
he occupied the room alone. He waa a 
hard drinker at times, and had been sub- 
ject to attacks of delirium tremens. 
He 


went into his room some time yesterday 
afternoon and with all his clothing on 
got into bed. He then pulled tbe bed 
clothing over his head, put the muzzle of 
the revolver in his month otd shot him- 
self, the report being smothered, and 
causing no alarm. He must have died in 
a short time. When found be was cold 
pud stiff. He had threatened to kill him- 
self to get rid of the woman, and he kept 
his word. The body was removed to the 
coroner's office, where the inquest waa 
held to-day. A verdict of suicide was 
returned.

CHICKENS 
IN 
WINTER. 


The Advantages to B« Derived from Pre- 
paring Fowls for Spring Sale. 


Few persons derive much profit from 


their hens during the winter. 
After 


the holidays fowls kept on, farms are 
rarely in a condition to send to market 
or to use on the home table. They are 
generally indifferently fed during the 
latter part of the winter, and are ac- 
cordingly in poor flesh. Farmers gen- 
erally are well supplied with fresh 
meat while the weather is cold, and 
accordingly have little need of poultry. 
Early in the spring, however, the sup- 
ply of fresh meat becomes exhausted, 
and it would be well to have some fat 
fowls that could be killed as they are 
wanted'. Cockerels can be kept grow- 
ing during the winter by feeding them 
on plenty of corn, and toward spring 
they can b« fattened so as to be table 
luxuries. Before there are any calves 
old enough to furnish veal there is a 
great lack of fresh meat in most farm 
nouses, and fowls will furnish a most 
desirable substitute for salt pork, bacon 
and canned beef. A large poultry 
raiser near Chicago states that for a 
series of years he has received a higher 
price for cockerels during March than 
for any kind of fowls he Has seat to the 
market at any other time of the year. 
The general practice of poultry raisers 
is to send tiieir fowls to market just 
before Thanksgiving or Christmas. 
Towns are then so well supplied with 
fowls, aa well aa game and very choice 
beef and mutton, that prices for poul- 
try rale very low. 
During the early 


part of the spring there is a great 
scarcity of fowls, and if they are in a 
suitable condition they bring good 
prices. There is no game, except 
fowls, in the market then, and persons 
who desire a variety of food are anx- 
ious to obtain fowls. Fowls can be fed 
and fattened during the winter to a» 
good advantage as beeves that are 
chiefly relied on to furnish meal during 
the spring. 


To fit fowls for the spring market 


they must be well fed and well pro- 
tected from the cold. They should 
have other food than corn and small 
grains. They should be well supplied 
with cooked food, such as boiled pota- 
toes and roots, fresh cabbage and the 
scraps of meat. Cooked Indian meal, 
to which some cheap fat has been 
added, will causo fowls to Itw on ttesh 
and fat during the winter. Too little 
attention is generally paid to supply- 
ing water to fowls during the winter. 
On many farms water is taken to the 
poultry house or yard but once a day. 
It generally becomes covered witk ice 
or foul with dirt in a short time, and 
the fowls have nothing to drink till the 
next day. 
Birds consume more water 


according to their size than animals dp, 
and more pains should be taken in 
keeping them supplied with it. Eggs 
are chiefly composed of water, and 
hens that have not all the wator they 
want eau not supply eggs. Water is 
more essential to fowls in winter tlian 
in summer, because their food during 
cold weather is for the most part dry. 
Fowls should be kept in dry quarters 
(luring Uio winter, as they are injured 
as much "by wet as by cold. They 
should have an opportunity to lake ex- 
ercise when the weather is pleasant, as 
they lose flesh and fall off in condition 
if they are kept in close confinement. 
During pleasant days it is well to feed 
them in the yard, and to encourage 
them to run about by scattering the 
corn they are to eat over the ground. 
Birds are more active tbau animals,and 
suffer more if they are kept in close 
quarters. A variety of food is highly 
beneficial to fowls during the winter. 
When at liberty during the summer 
they have an opportunity to gratify 
their taste for many articles of food 
which they can not obtain by them- 
selves during the winter season.—Chi- 
cago Times.

Kxtravagance of Converting Good 


Grass Into KnttllAge. 


Whatever may be said in favor of en- 


silage from fodder corn, there are no 
good reasons for converting good grass 
into ensilage instead of hay; on the 
other hand it is only a wasteful prac- 
tice. Silage even from maize is one of 
the most costly of home-produced fod- 
ders, if all the costs are taken into ac- 
count, and that its only important rec- 
ommendation, besides its furnishing a 
succulent feed in winter, consists in 
its great yield for a given area of land. 
If a farmer has only s few acres of 
ground from which he wishes to get 
the largest possible quantity of fodder- 
ing material, maize fodder would be 
the crop to serve him best; hut this re- 
sult could bs gained only by letting it 
grow at least till the ears are formed, 
or later; then, if cured in the ordinary 
way much of it would not be eaten; 
while if made into ensilage it would be 
readily eaten clean. 


Bnt although from his few acres oi 


ground he wifl thus get more pounds 
of dry substance of the fodder than il 
the same area is put into hay, every 
pound costs more by the time it is 
stored in the silo than it would in hay 
stored in the mow; and furthermore, 
there is greater loss of the foddering 
'material by fermentation in the silo— 
especially if we take into account a 
certain portion of the mass around the 
outside that is usually quite spoiled— 
than of grass in curing to hay, and oi 
the hay while stored in the barn. Fi- 
,nal]y, it is certain that each pound ol 
'the actual dry substance of what is left 
to feed the stock with will produce no 
more meat or milk if in the form oi 
silage than in hay; and it may be a 
que&tion whether it will produce as 
much. Therefore it is wasteful to put 
good grassinto thesilo.—Dr.ff.G. Gald- 
well in N. Y. Tribune,

!Msmnixs, Tenn., Teh. S.—The dis 


covery oi Frank Arnold's head yesterdaj 
»dded another sensational chapter to one 
ot the most remarkable crimes on record. 
General W. H. Jackson, of Belle Mcadt 
farm, which adjoins the scene of tlie mur- 
der, came to Attorney-General Wasting' 
ton and stated that he believed a confes' 
sion could be forced from Bill Brown, one 
of the negroes now in jail on the charge 
of committing the murder. Attorney- 
General Washington thereupon sent for 
Bill Brown and catechised him rigidly 
and rapidly concerning the crime. Brown 
denied all knowledge of it, hnt|waa caught 
In one 
contradiction 
after 
another, 


and finally General Washington jumped 
np, and shaking his linger at him, said: 
"I believe you are lying and I'm going to 
hang you, Bill Brown." 


Brown cowered in the most abject ter- 


ror and cried out: "Don't yon do that, 
Mr. Washington, and I'll tellyon all abonl 
it."He thereupon proceeded to give the de- 
tails of the horrible crime, which was 
committed on the !)th of November. Thai 
niaht they went 'possnm hunting. Simon 
Fox, Nelson Joslin, Foster Jnslin ami 
Ben Brown had agref-il to kill Arnold, n 
well-to-do negro, and divide liia property 
and money. 
He was enticed to the 


woods, where Simon Fox shot liiin ill the 
head, when Bon Brown jumped on Mni 
and beat him to death with an iron rod. 


They burled the body In a thicket in 


what was called the Ilieli pasture and loft 
him. 
Bill Brown beard these men dis- 


cnastng the matter next morning, when 
they said the body iiad to be moved, as 
General Jackson had noticed the roughly 
made grave and asked what It was. 


-That night they carried the body into 


Arnold's own stable, where Hill Brown 
heart! them chopping it to pieces with an 
nxe next day. 
The hunt occurred the nlzht of the 9lh 


of November, and on the nHit of the 
llth it wus brought to Nashville and 
buried on the edge o! Hell's Half-acre, 
where It was found two weeks ago. The 
head was burled in Arnold's yard, and 
the clothes stuffed in an old bee-gum. 
The head was afterward taken up ami 
hidden. 


Bill Brown then promised that If he 


was allowed to go out he would try to 
find the head, as he knew It was hidden 
somewhere on Arnold's premises, but did 
not know where. Armed with bench- 
warrants for Fox and the two Joslins, 
Bill Brown and the officers went out. The 
parties arrested also Ella Brown and Lucy 
Joslin. 


After a short search, the head .was 


found in the bee-gum where the clothes 
had been hidden. Brown says he feared 
to say anything before because the mur- 
derers had threatened to kill him if lie 
mentioned it. 


The party returned to the city wlththeii 


prisoners, and there is a most intense ex- 
citement. 


Ben Brown, the principal tii'the crime, 


was caught at midnight in the Immediate 
vicinity of where the crime was commit- 
ted. 


A STRIKING BOOMKHANQ. 


Th« Qreat Strike In the Coke R«»lon« 


Not an Unmbced Ble««in» to 


Wage- Workers- 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 8.—The great 


strike in the coke regions Is likely to 
cause a coke famine. It has been esti- 
mated that the supply on hand, both by 
the operator and consumer, will not last 
at the most over ten days, and at the ex 
piratlon of that time, unless the strike is 
broken and the men rcsumo work, fur- 
naces will have to be banked, rolling- 
mills stopped, and thousands oi men all 
over the country thrown out of employ- 
ment. The magnitude of the strike, of 
the number of men whom it effects and 
of the hnudrcds of thousands of dollars 
that will be lost to workingmen, can not 
be 
estimated.

Very few of them have be- 
aun to make any plans for the future, and 
pronably flve per cent, of them will go 
back to their native country. About thirty 
bonstit tickets to Hungary yesterday. To 
an interpreter one of the leaders said 
they were disgusted with the country, and 
wonHl never come back again.

CLOWES' WIFE. 


WM He Married to Her or Not P—A De 


Dial By the Murderer-Suiotde'l 


BelativM. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 8.—The Times publishes 


a long story, which revives the tragedy ol 
January"22, when Charles Clowes killed 
his mistress and himself in a bagnio in 
this city. At that time a young woman 
claiming to be his widow came forward. 
She said her maiden name was Lillian 
Kelsey, and that the early part of her life 
had been spent in a small town In Cay uga 
Connty, N. Y.( where she had lived with 
her grandmother and had taught a school. 
She claimed to have met and married 
Clowes in New York City. '.Che Times 
says -. Since tue tragedy rumors have been 


cnrrcnt that this young woman waa nerei 
married to Clowes; that she confessed 
this fact to his mother, and agreed 
to compromise her claim on the estate of 
the deceased; and farther thai.for some 
time previous to her meeting with Clowes 
»he bad been a member of the ballet in a 
New York theater. With a view of ascer- 
tain ing the truth or falsity of these ru- 
mors, a reporter called 0.1 Mr. Thomas 
Fulton, on uncle of the young man, who. 
said Clowee never Intimated to linn mat 
be was married; that, on the contrary, 
he had denlcil a rcnort to that effect 
which had reached his mother. Mr. 1'ni- 
ton then said: "I hoard nothing more 
of the wife story until I was summoned, 
a few hours after the tragedy, to the 
Bide of the 
dead 
man, 
where I 


was 
surprised to 
see a girl who 


claimed to be Clowes' wife. I could do 
nothing under the circumstances bnt re- 
ceive her Into my family and treat her 
with all due respect, for we had no proof 
that she was not what she claimed. 
Wednesday following the day of the 
funeral she acknowledged to Mrs. Loom- 
is, Clowes' mother and myself that she 
was not what she pretended—Clowes' 
wile. She stated that she had lived with 
him as his wife in various places, but 
that she had never been married. There 
is no truth whatever In the story that she 
exhibited a nmrriVge certificate shortly 
after the killing. I have never heard that 
Clowes introduced the girl as^hls wile, or 
on any occasion acknowledged that lie 
possessed a wife. In relation to the re- 
port that we, or any of his relatives, have 
offered her «1,000 or any other sum to 
relinquish all claims, I will say that 
such is not the cose. Why should 
we, when she has 
declared 
substini- 


tlally that she has 
no claim? 
We 


have not seen or heard from her since 
ehe made the statement that she wns not 
hia wife. Our relations were perfectly 
friendly." 


A call wae also made at the residence 


of Miss Kelsey's aunt, where the young 
lady is at present stopping, bnt she could 
not be seen. Her aunt, however, stated 
that she believed the couple to have been 
married. She admitted that Lillian had 
been on the stage both in New York and 
Chicago for a short 
time, in "small 


parts," but ceased to appear on account 
of the objections inude by Clowes.

Discovering a Clew to a My»- 


teriovs Murder.

of Philip Ilavilund, (lie prosperous fann- 
er of Montgomery County who is sup- 
posed to have been mniderod, have em- 
ployed all the moans in tliclr power to 
find him, and are about convinced that 
farther search is useless. The poslmas- 
ler ivt Siinily Spring has received a letter 
from an eleven-year-old girl named Mary 
Boll, In which sbc claims to have seen in 
a dream a horrible crime committed by 
four masked men. She describes the af- 
fair and places and asks the postmaster 
here If there was any such place in his 
neighborhood. 


The strangest part of the story ie that 


evidence has been discovered that the 
missing man was seen struggling with 
four riegroes and that a blood-covered, 
three-cornered stone described in the 
little girl's letter lias been found. It was 
also said that in the dream the murdered 
man was carried into a cellar. The au- 
thorities have announced their intention 
of searching every cellar in Montgomery 
County. 
Mr. Havlland, about three 


years ngo, leased the mill property of the 
Marioncastcr estate, situated In Mont- 
gomery Connty.

Further search revealed a three-cornered 
Btone, which also bore blood marks. The 
crackers and cheese which Mr. Haviland 
had purchased were noxtfosnd at a point 
nearly two miles from the spot where the 
coat was discovered.
